An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claims 13, 14, 21 and 22 were amended to clarify the claimed invention. Claims 19 and 
20 were cancelled because they depend from cancelled claims. 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because several figures cannot be discerned. Figures 3 and 1 1 are too dark and 
cannot be read. Figure 5 has handwritten comments. The gels in Figures 7 and 8 cannot be read. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the 
Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance.
